United States District Judge 
F. Dickinson Letts ruled today 
that Teamsters Union bosses 
conspired to rig their recent 
union convention. He issued a 
preliminary injunction against 
President-elect James R. Hoffa 
taking office, but refused to 
put the union in receivership. 

Letts said he hopes for early 
trial on the charges in 
the case—that Hoffa and other 
Teamster leaders handpicked 
delegates to the Miami con- 
vention to throw the balloting 
to Hoffa.

In a brief ceremony, Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker cut a rib- 
bon at the point where the 
viaduct joins Market east of 
Vandeventer. City and state of- 
ficials there for the occasion 
included Leo Fischer, chair- 
man of the State Highway 
Commission. 


Under construction since 
Feb. 13, 1956, the new cutoff 
— a portion of the Daniel 
Boone Expressway — is nine- 
tenths of a mile long, extend- 
ing from about Tower Grove 
avenue east to the terminus 
with Market. The viaduct sec- 
tion of the cutoff is 1390 feet 
long. 

Construction of the four-lane 
highway section cost $4,153,993, 
including the acquisition of 
right-of-way. Half of the $1,- 
500,000 cost of acquiring the 
right-of-way was paid by the. 
city through bond issue funds

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23—An 
organizer for the Bakery Work- 
ers Union told Senate inves- 
tigators today an agent for an 
lowa company urged him to 
set up a sham negotiating com- 
mittee to go through the mo- 
tions of negotiating a contract 
which the company already 
had secretly signed with the 
union. 

The witness, Merle Smith of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., southern 
regional director for the Bak- 
ers union, told the Senate com- 
mittee investigating improper 
practices by labor and man- 
agement, that he rejected the 
proposal. 

‘Not That Stupid.’ 

He said he told James Neil- 
sen, engaged by the Morton 
Frozen Foods Product Co. and 
its parent concern, the Conti- 
nental Baking Co. that his 
scheme “wouldn't work be- 
cause the people at the plant 
are not that stupid.” 

The committee is in its sec- 
ond day of public hearings on 
evidence it has obtained that 
employers illegally interfe@red 
with the formation of unions 
at their plants

been shown that the company | 


brought in agents of Nathan 
Shefferman, a labor relations 
consultant with wide contacts 
in the business community, to 
break an organizing drive by 
the Packinghouse Workers Un-

At that hear- 
ing, Abel, originally seized for 
deportation proceedings, ad- 
mitted having used “Martin 
Collins” and “Emil R. Goldfus” 
as aliases, being a Russian na- 
tional, and entering the United 
States illegally in 1948. He 
also said at that hearing he 
would accept deportation.

LONDON, Oct. 23 (UP)— 
Red Army Marshall Konstantin 
Rokossovsky has been ap- 
pointed commander of Soviet 
troops on the Soviet-Turkish 
border, according to a Russian 
broadcast heard by the British 
Broadcasting Corp. tonight. 


BBC said the broadcast came 
from a Russian provincial sta- 
tion. The announcement was 
not immediately carried by 
Radio Moscow. 

Rokossovsky, Deputy Soviet 
Defense Minister, formerly 
headed the Polish armed forces. 


UNITED NATIONS, N., Y., 
Oct. 23 (AP)—The United Na- 
tions General Assembly's de- 
bate on the Svyrian-Turkish 
crisis went into a cooling off 
period today to await results 
‘of King Saud’s try at media- 
tion. 

There still was no indication 
from Damascus, however, that 
the Syrian regime would send 
representatives to Saudi Arabia 
to negotiate with the monarch 
and the Turks on the latest 
threat to peace in the Middle 
East. 

Turkey dispatched minister 
of state Fatim Rustu Zorlu and 
two aids to Saudi Arabia yes- 
terday. There was speculation 
in Ankara, the Turkish capital, 
that Saud would propose at 
least a token withdrawal of 
troops reinforcements which 
Turkey sent to the Syrian bor- 
der after pro-Soviet army offi- 
cers took control in Syria. 

Syria grudgingly proposed a 
three-day suspension of the 
U.N.. debate, until Friday, to 
block a United States-backed 
Paraguayan proposal to hold up 
discussion indefinitely. The 82- 
nation Assembly approved the 
Syrian amendment 33 to 32, 
with 15 absentions and two not 
voting. 

The Syrians had declared an 
hour earlier in the Assembly) 
that mediation was being urged 
only to confuse the Assembl) 
and demanded that debate start 
at once. 


Despite vigorous denuncia- 
tions by Svria and Russia, the 
move for deMy gained quick 


headway among delegates after 
United States ambassador Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge welcomed 
Saud's efforts. He appealed to 
Syria to match Turkey's good 
faith by agreeing to take part 
in the talks.

Lodge said, “and defer any 
further consideration here 
pending the outcome of the 
mediation efforts.”

Navy Says Sidewinder Can Shoot 
Flare Off Target Plane’s Wing 


‘Infra-Red Homing Device’s Accuracy 


Shown in Tests With Drone 
Aircraft.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP) 
—The Navy said today that its 
Sidewinder infra-red air-to-air 


'missile is so accurate it can 
shoot a flare-pot off the wing | 
|of a drone target plane. 
| The Navy permitted the Gen- 
|eral Electric Co., producer of 
Sidewinder guidance and con- 
trol units, to disclose for the 
first time officially how the 
Sidewinder is guided by an 
infra-red detector. 

H. F. Konig, general mana- 
ger of G.E.’s light military 
electronic equipment depart- 
ment at Utica, N.Y,, said “Side- 
winder seeks out the hottest 
target in the 7 In warfare, 
this would be the hot engine 
on an enemy aircraft.” 
| In a Navy accuracy test the 
Sidewinder, fired at a target 


plane bearing a flare-pot on 


one wing, sought out not mere- 
ly the drone aircraft itself but 
the flame coming from the 
mouth of the flare-pot. Other 
details of the test were not 
given. 

Operational in Fleets. 

Developed at the naval ord- 
nance test station at China 
Lake, Calif., and named after 
the deadly desert rattlesnake, 
the Sidewinder is operational 
aboard aircraft of the Sixth 
and Seventh Fleets. 

It is capable of supersonic 
launching and is highly accu- 
rate even at altitudes above 
50,000 feet, the Navy said. It 
is also simple enough for Navy

Distance 30 Times

MOSCOW, Oct. 23 (AP)—The 
Russian space satellite has 
' weathered a shower of meteor- 

ites from the famous Halley's 
| comet and has traveled a dis- 
tance 30 times greater than 
that from the earth to the 
moon, the Soviet Union said 
today. 

The meteorite bombardment, 
which started Oct. 19, reached 
its greatest intensity yesterday. 

Since it was launched Oct. 4, 
Sputnik has gone around the 
earth 277 times and has trav- 
eled 7,200,000 miles as of noon 
(Moscow time) today, the gov- 
ernment: newspaper  Izvestia 
said. 

“The flight of the Soviet 
Union’s celestial cosmic labora- 
tory through the thick of cos- 
mic particles will undoubtedly 
‘shed bright light on the na- 

ture of meteoric showers,” said 
/jJecturer V. Lutsky of the Mos- 
cow Planetarium in the Izvestia 
article. 

Sputnik is now trailing its 
carrier rocket by more than 53 
minutes or more than 14,400 
miles—about half the distance 
arquind the earth, the article 
said. 

The article did not mention 
whether Sputnik’s two radio 
transmitters were still operat- 
ing. 


Six Official Sightings of 
Satellite and Rocket. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 23 
(UP)—The director of United 
States moonwatch stations said 
today six official sightings of 
the Soviet satellite and its 
rocket were reported in the 
eastern section of the United 
States. 

_ Leon Campbell said moon- 
watch teams in Silver Spring, 

Md.; Springfield, Va.; Milford, 
Conn.; Bryn Athyn, Pa.; Dover, 
N.J., and Millbrook, N. Y., all 
sighted the rocket and the first 
four also saw the satellite. 

| “We are pleased and delight- 
ed to receive the reports,” 
Campbell said. “That has been 
our plea; for the watchers to 

|make every effort to get a 
bearing on the satellite because 
it has been difficult to do so. 

“In every case where the 
Satellite was seen, it was 
sighted with the naked eye and 
they report it appeared to be 
of the fourth or fifth magni- 
tude. That is something bright- 
er than I had expected. I 
thought it would be about th 
sixth magnitude.”’ 

The scientists explained that 
the higher the magnitude, 
less brilliant the object was.

He said another factor 
in his decision not to partici- 
pate was that the project as 
finally explained to him was 
outside Union Electric's operat- 
ing area.

Court of Claims that his first 
proposal—the one he consider- 
ed most feasible—was that a 
municipality in the TVA area 
should build its own generat- 
ing plant. 

His second suggestion, Mc- 
Afee went on, was that TVA 
should itself contract with one |

A bond issue proposal for | 
a $268,000 water system in

$890,000 in bonds for school 
improvements in R-6 (Eureka) 
school district was defeated.

The Soviet Union, 
said Gromyko, not only wel- 
comed the retreat of western 
colonialism, but “has been and 
remains a trustworthy friend 
of the Arab peoples.” 

Warns Other Arabs. 

Gromyko warned other Arab 
countries that Svria’s danger 
today may be theirs tomorrow 
Behind all these dangers, he 
said, is the United States, and 
the “Dulles- Eisenhower doc- 
trine” for the Middle East, 
based on “the colonialist con- 
ception of the vacuum of 
power.” 

Gromvko charged, “the Unit- 
ed States went so far as to or- 
ganize a direct plot to over- 
throw the lawful government 
of Syria... And although that 
plot was frustrated, new at- 
tempts are being made to 
utilize the conspirators who 
fled abroad in order to set up 
in Syria a government which 
would consist of American 
agents.” 

These charges were denied 
by Lodge, who declared them 
to be a screen for Russia's own 
expansionist plans. “Mr. Gro- 
myko cannot prove a single 
one” of his charges, Lodge said. 

The Russian foreign minister 
repeated his charge that an 
attack on Syria is planned fol- 
lowing Turkish elections Oct. 
27 He pointed to American 
“military bases in Turkey,” 
which he said are a fact, *“‘while 
Soviet military bases in Syria 
are a fable.” and accused the 
United States of Inciting Tur- 
key to war. 

Bitar Points to Troops.

I disagree with Mr. Inbau whep 
he states that the federal courts 
are attempting to discipline police 
officers. Police officers never de 
Jay in having an accused arraigned 
for the simple reason that police 
officers do not take care of the 


arraignment procedure. Rather ir 
is the District Attorney or State 
Prosecuting Attorney who pro- 


ceeds with the arraignment pro- 
cedure. If there was any delay in 
the arraignment as Mr. Inbau cited, 
jn the case of Mallory vs. United 
States, it was the fault of the fed- 
eral attorney handling the Case. 

Police officers have nothing to 
fo with the trial of the case, and 
are merely a fact-finding agency, 
whether local police or the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. Therefore 
I think Mr. Inbau is wrong when 
he says the Supreme Court was at- 
tempting to discipline officers. 

I am sure that our high courts 
do not relish the idea of causing 
the release of people who have 
been found guilty, However, many 
of these people may have been 
found guilty because due proc- 
ess of law had not been carried 
Out, and due process is the purpose 
of the court.

As the Senate Labor Rackets Investigating 
Committee starts investigating management, we 
trust it will maintain undiminished the enthusi- 
asm, fearlessness and proficiency with which it 
has been investigating labor. 

Senator McClellan ef Arkansas must know 
that this second half of his committee’s labor- 
management relations inquiry is his test. He 
has a reputation for leaning toward management 
and against labor. As a foe of the civil rights 
bill and a segregationist, as a leader in the State 
of Arkansas who pussyfooted about the disgrace- 
ful Faubus incident, Mr. McClellan will have to 
prove himself to many people in his inquiry into 
management racketeering. 


He intends to investigate instances in which 
union members have been deprived of their civil 
rights. Will he pursue this line of inquiry un- 
abated when the victims are Negroes? He says 
he will look into the use of force and violence 
against union members. Will. he do so with 
steady zeal when the force and violence were 
used, as they were by Gov. Faubus, to maintain 
segregation, which Senator McClellan approves’ 

The machinations of Nathan Shefferman, a 
labor relations consultant who was indicted with 
Dave Beck in connection with deals on which no 
federal taxes were paid, are important and ap- 
parently farflung, but laffaire Shefferman is 
only a beginning.

Target of Salgon s Vob 


The anti-American bom! ings in Skigon are in 
the pattern of those in Taipei some three months 
ago. A chief target was the headquarters of the 
United States Information Service. South Viet 
Nam terrorists blew up the agency building and 
wrecked the information library. When the vio- 


lence occurred in the capital of Formosa, the 
U.S.LS. building was invaded by a mob and its 
books and pamphlets, motion picture reels and 


radio recordings dumped in the streets 


It is easy to see why radicals would be perhaps 
even more interested in wrecking a U.S.LS. 
headquarters than injuring American military 
and civilian personnel. In North Viet Nam, for 


example, there is a very powerfol Communist 
propaganda operation. The Hanoi radio tries to 
blanket South Viet Nam and from the same Red 
headquarters a flood of printed materials pours 
out. On a limited budget and with a small 
staff, the U.S.I.S. operation in Saigon has made 
considerable headway in bringing news of the 
world and in particular facts about conditions 
in Southeast Asia to the people of the region 
Fortunately no lives were lost in Saigon and 
injuries were none too serious, but the destruc- 
tion of the U.S.I.S. headquarters is a setback. It 
ought to be repaired quickly. Saigon is one of 
the most sénsitive points on the globe.

Inflation—Is It Academic? 

At a time when stock prices are tumbling and 
economists discussing a “rolling readjustment” 
or “sidewise movement” or something else non- 
inflationary, the Democratic Advisory Council's 
latest economic manifesto may be somewhat 
academic. It assumes that the problem before 
the country is still one of inflation. In that 
spirit it makes the conventional Democratic at- 
tack on “tight money,” which is assumed to be 
a fiendish invention of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, 


Tight money is more than that, of course. It 
is a deliberately formulated credit policy of the 
Federal Reserve System, designed to restrain 
the very inflation of which the Democratic 
Council complains so bitterly. The Council says 
tight money has failed to restrain the inflation, 
and to some degree this is true. But how can it 
follow that the remedy is to make credit easy 
and abundant—a policy that would be sure to 
stoke up the inflationary fires anew? 

The Democratic Council says the impact -of 
tight money has fallen with special force on 
small business, farmers, home-builders and state 
and local governments, all of whom are at a dis- 
advantage in bidding for credit against big cor- 
porations. This is undoubtedly true. And if a 
way could be found to expand credit for the 
chief victims of credit restrictions without also 
expanding it for everybody else, thus multiply- 
ing the volume of inflationary demand, this 
would be an economic convenience as well as a 
political bonanza. Unfortunately the Democratic 
Council has no formula for achieving this pleas- 
ant restlt. 

If inflation is still the nation’s problem and 
if tight money fails to curb inflation, the remedy 


is not looser money but other restrictive devices 
such as heavier taxes, The alternatives are po 
litically less palatable than the credit policy the 
Council ‘complains of. So we do not seriously 
expect much to be done about tight money un- 
less coming months disclose that the inflationary 
pressure is off. In that case the Democratic 
Council perhaps will need to revise and extend 
its remarks. 
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A Working Alliance Again 

The meeting of British Prime Minister Mac- 
millan and President Eisenhower inevitably re- 
calls the meetings of Winston Churchill and 
President Roosevelt, and the less spectacular 
but nonetheless earnest conferences of Mr. Attlee 
and President Truman. 

‘So long as World War II was raging these dis- 
cussions. produced the close collaboration be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. The 
end of the immediate and fearful perils of war 
resulted in a gradual relaxation of this alliance. 
And, it must be admitted, it has been attended 
with a diminishing sense of urgency. 

The devélopment of atomic energy offers an 
outstanding example of this deterioration. Dur- 
ing the war scientists of all nations worked to- 
gether at the University of Chicago to crack the 
atom. Knowledge was pooled. But after the 
war strict safeguards were thrown around Amer- 
ican “know-how,” and other governments, in- 
cluding the British, had to make their scientific 
advances without Ameri¢an help. With Sputnik 
in the sky, it now seems we may have lost more 
than we could have hoped to preserve. 

Other differences developed between London 
and Washington. The British, for instance, recog- 
nized Red China and hoped for its admission te 
the United Nations. The two governments did 
not always see eye-to-eye on NATO and other 
defense matters. They differed on occasion on 
the problem of Germany. And the deepest 
cleavage came, of course, at Suez. 

All this does not mean that anybody forgot 
the essential interdependence of Great Britain 
and the United States in the twentieth century. 
That has always—and properly—been taken for 
granted. What was lost to too great an extent 


was awareness that an alliance is likely to be no : 


more effective than its implementation through 
day-to-day working agreements. Without a doubt 
Mr. Macmillan is following the Queen to Wash- 
ington to try to repair this neglect. 

He and the President will have everything to 
talk about from the Russian satellite to Syria. In 
touching on these specific matters, they will be 
confronted by the hard fact that Western diplo- 
macy has not been everywhere triumphant. If 
there be frankness, it will have to be admitted 
that in more than one area the Russians now 
are in the more successful position. This calls 
for a most serious reappraisal. 

It is out of the question that the Prime Min- 
ister and the President should straighten out the 
world in a few conversations. They can, however, 
set new and promising lines of policy. They 
have a great opportunity to make the Western 
position what it should be, the strongest in the 
world,

Meeting the Shortage of Nurses 

With funds made, available by City Hall, 
Homer G. Phillips and City hospitals are em- 
barking on expanded programs for training 
nurses, backed by a full-time recruiting system 
to bring candidates to their professional schools. 

The shortage of nurses has been the most Sse- 
vere shortcoming in both institutions, according 
to the various surveys made in the last year or 
so. The committee of hospital specialists ap- 
pointed by Mayor Tucker, for example, urged 
125 more nurses for each. City Hospital then 
had 140 graduate nurses, and Homer G. Phillips 
had 159. Despite authorized increases in salaries, 
City now has only 132 and Homer G. Phillips 
has 140. 

Fortunately both institutions have been high- 
ly successful in employing nurses they have 
trained. At City, 22 of 24 graduates last year 
remained at the hospital, and Homer G. Phillips 
was able to keep 22 of its 31 graduates. 

Thus the enlargement of faculty and training 
facilities at both hospitals promises, in the long 
run, to be the best way of meeting their needs. 
Meanwhile the employment of more staff work- 
ers—and their careful training—should help to 
offset the shortage, thus improving the care 
which the community owes its needy sick.

The Reluctant Complainant 

The profound reluctance of Syria to accept 
King Saud’s offer to mediate its dispute with 
Turkey is another indication that what 
Syrians and their Russian friends are interested 
in is propaganda more than a settlement. 

The “crisis” between Turkey and Syria is so 
largely synthetic that a genuinely impartial ap- 
proach to it might reveal very little to mediate. 
The Turkish troops which were alleged to have 
been menacing Syria might be found not to be 
menacing her after all, and the alleged plot to 
subvert the Syrian Government might turn out 
to be far less well advanced than has been 
claimed. So the Syrians and Russians obviously 
preferred a red-hot General Assembly debate, in 
which they could make the most of their prop- 
aganda against the United States and the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine. 

After a short introduction the debate has now 
been suspended for three days while King Saud 
tries mediation. It is not clear that the Syrians 
will co-operate, though the Turks are ready. 
Certainly the world can well judge the legit- 
imacy of Syria's grievance by the attitude she 
shows toward attempts to settle it. Whether 
under U.N. auspices or by King Saud's inter- 
position, a lowering of tensions and a surcease 
of bellicose threats are in the interest of every- 
body except those who thrive on trouble.

Red Rumors and a Censored Press. 


The evils of a government-censored press are 
apparent for all to see in Spain. Its newspapers 
are heavily discounted in every nation that has a 
free press and even the Spanish people hold 
their press in contempt. Now the evils of cen- 
sorship have come home to roost in a way that 
should be extremely irritating to the Franco 
Government. 

The Communists have been planting rumors 
to discredit American Air Force personnel, who 
have been arriving in large numbers lately to 
man the new air bases. One story, utterly un- 
founded, was to the effect that an American 
colonel had brutally shot down a Spanish sen- 
try last month at Torrejon. The Manchester 
Guardian correspondent in Madrid explained 
that the story spread rapidly because the people 
“tend more to believe what comes to them by 
word of mouth than what they read in the 
papers.” It persisted for days with the Soviet 
Russian radio at Odessa broadcasting it in 
Spanish. 

The Spanish press, under the thumb of the 
government censor, is indeed in a sorry plight 
when its printed word ranks beneath gossip.

When I saw him the following week, 
he looked pretty glum. I figured he 
hadn't got to go hunting like he'd 
planned. But— 

“Oh, I went all right,” he said sour- 
lv “But it was a complete bust. 
Hunted hard all afternoon and got 
just two birds. Hunted an hour before 
the dog even found a covey. They 
were in the woods, and I'm no brush- 
shooter. Found a covey in the open, 
but they flushed wild. Walked my 
head off—for just two birds.” He 
looked tired, disgusted and resentful. 

“Anyway, Saturday was a wonderful 
day to be out,” I consoled him. “Man 
can enjoy himself just being outdoors 
on a day like that.” 

He looked at me uncomprehending- 
ly. “Nice day?” he said. “Hell! What's 
nice about it? Worked my tail off, for 
just two birds.” 

I know a man who went duck hunt- 
ing one weekend. It was a two-day 
trip, planned carefully because it was 
his only chance to hunt ducks all year. 
I asked him, Monday, what kind of a 
trip he'd had. He fairly beamed. 


“Swell!” he settled back to tell me 
all about it. “Saturday morning, it 
was raining hard. We set out our de- 
coys as best we could in the dark 
and rain, and got in the blind and 
swapped hunting stories and drank 
coffee, waiting for it clear off.

Here is the story 
of St. Francis Xavier and Fr. Matteo 
Ricci. 

Here also is the story of the 
vast nineteenth-century conversions 
and the troublesome English and 
French decision “to break through 
the fragile barrier of Chinese isolation 

by force of arms.” 

While _  Protes- 
tants may very well 
argue that 29 pages 
out of more than 
300 is scarcely 
enough to tell the 
Protestant story, 
Dom Columba’s 
book is a handy 
treatment of the 
role of Catholicism 
in China. More de- 
tail could be given 
on some phases of 
this role, such as 
the eighteenth cen- 
tury persecutions, 
but in general the work is a valuable 
presentation of an important subject.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 23 (UP) ( 


—A Superior Court conviction 
of Welterweight Boxer Art 
(Gelden Boy) Aragon on a 
charge of attempting to bribe 
fighter Dick Goldstein was re- 
versed ‘today by the California 
District Court of Appeal 

Aragon was convicted Feb 
21. 1957, of offering, to pay 
Goldstein, a Polish refugee 
boxer, to “take a dive” in the 
fourth round of their scheduled 
bout in San Antonio, Tex., Dec. 
18, 1956. 

The bout was called off at 
the last minute because of 
Aragon’s illness. 

Today's decision was filed 
with the court’s Los Angeles 


office. 

Aragon had been one of the 
greatest drawing cards in 
western boxing history and 
was credited with having 
earned nearly $1,000,000 in 
purses.

The waterfowl! season opened | 


in Illinois Saturday. The Mis- 
souri opentng is Friday and the. 
Arkansas barrage begins Nov. 
7. In the! Mississippi Flyway 
all states will have a season of 
70 consecutive days. Wood 
ducks are protected in Illinois 
and Missouri. One wood duck 
may be included in the daily 
bag and possession limits in 
Arkansas. 


The daily bag limit on ducks 
fs four in all three states and | 
the possession limit is eight. 
The bag and possession limits 
on geese are five. However, 
such limit may not include, in 
the alternative. more than (a) 
two Canada geese or subspe- 
cies; (‘b) two white - fronted 
geese; or ‘c) one Canada goose 
or subspecies and one white- | 
fronted goose. 

Shooting hours in Missouri | 
and Illinois are from one-half 
hour before sunrise to sunset. 
In Arkansas the shooting hours | 
are one-half hour before sun- | 
rise to one-half hour before 
sunset. Arkansas game officials 
believe the half-hour leeway 
will reduce the 1l6ss of crippled 
waterfowl that are not re- 
trieved in the short period be- 
tween sunset and darkness. 


An intensive study by the 
United States Fish and Wild- 
life Service during the 1955-56 
season showed that the unre- 
trieved kill of ducks and geese 
that season totaled 3,070,964 | 
birds, or 21 per cent of the to- 
tal national bag, and this in- 
cluded only birds knocked 
down within sight of the hunt- 
ers. X-ray examinations of 
wild - trapped birds indicated 
that a staggering number of 
birds flew away from the blinds 
and decoys with wounds that 
later proved fatal. In an illi- 
nois study, 35 per cent of near- 
ly 2000 mallards examined were 
carrying one or more shot pel- 
lets. 

Larger Shot Might Help. | 

Frank Bellrose, game special- 
ist of the Illinois Natural His- | 
tory Survey, believes duck 
hunters could reduce their loss 
of cripples by using No. 4 shot 
instead of 6s or 7s. A bigger 
shot means more lethal kills 
because of its longer range, he 
points out. This, possibly, is 
part of the problem but there 
are other factors involved. 

Many users of magnum guns 
and magnum shells believe 
that waterfowl kills are pos- 
sible at amazing distances, It 
is true that the range of these 
guns exceeds that of the ordi- 
nary shotgun, but they are far 
from lethal when the distant 
ducks loom about the size of 
hummingbirds. When the 
“magnum boys” turn loose with 
their salvos on the public 
shooting areas the 
boys” mutter, “If he can shoot, 
I can, too’, and the bombard- 
ment begins. As a result the 
ducks carry away the shot and 
many of them later die. 

William Elder, biologist with 
the Missouri Conservation 
Commission, made an X-ray ex- 
amination of 3638 adult ducks 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
The study disclosed that one of 
four ducks was carrying body 
shot. 

Inability to judge distance 
accounts for a large portion of 
the cripples. This is possibly 
the greatest cause of avoidable 
loss; yet some shooters finger 
the trigger when the birds are 
from 60 to 70 yards from the 
blind. Many ballistics experts 
are of the opinion that 45 
yards is the maximum range 
for a 12-gauge gun and that 
30 vards is the ideal distance. 

Failure to retrieve cripples 
when they hit the water is an- 
other grievous error in good 
waterfowl conservation. When 
the flight comes in just over 
the tree tops, most nimrods 
fire three times and there is 
no shell left to take care of 
the winged cripple that is 
rapidly swimming away. Be- 
fore the gun can be re-loaded

help in such a situation but | 
hunters possess | 


only a few 
them. Training and feeding 
costs are prohibitive to a ma- 
jority of the waterfowl en- 
thusiasts. 
More Ducks — Hunters, Too. 
Since 1935 the licensed duck 
hunters have increased 300 per 
cent. Although waterfowl pop- 
ulations have increased since 
the drouth-ridden 30s, the in- 
crease has not kept pace with 
the hunters. The southward 
flight will be comparable to 
that of last year.

fall has dried up the smaller |} 


sloughs and ponds. Food, to 
hold the ducks, is scarce. High 
waters in early spring drowned 


out much of the duck foods |

through the crowd, arms ob- | 


tained from the Hungaria 
street barracks. The red neon

Senseless Slaughter. 


It is hard, almost impossible, 
today to recapture the quality 
of the quick days that fol- 
lowed: the soaring hopes, the 
bewilderment of the people, 
surprised at their defiance and 
bravery; the agony of sense- 
less Russian slaughter in Par- 
liament Square (‘touched off, 
Budapesters are convinced, by 
treacherous A. V. H. men); 
the growing belief that the 
Russians would accept the 
Nagy government; the frantic 
scrapping of the hated struc- 
ture of police and terror; the 
passion of the mobs bent on 
blood vengeance; the night- 
mare hours in which the Nagy 
government sought a basis for 
survival. 

At about 4 o'clock in the 
morning of Nov. 4 this rickety 
structure of dream and hope 
and ambition collapsed in the 
predawn thunder of Russian 
guns echoing behind the Gel- 
lert Hill. By 6, the Russian 
tanks had lumbered down the 
cobbled streets and stood at 
every bridge across the Dan- 
ube. Budapest had a few hours 
to decide: Should she surren- 
der or should she fight? 

About 1 p.m., the Russian 
guns opened up. The deadly 
rain began to pour down on 
the Kilian barracks, on Rakosi 


street, the Ulloi Ut and a 
dozen other places. The die 
had been cast: the _ revolt 


would go down fighting 
Damage Everywhere. 

If you walk the streets of 
Budapest today, particularly 
in the central parts of the city 
and in the workers’ quarters, 
you will seldom be out of sight 
of damage left by the struggle. 
Everywhere, crews of painters, 
carpenters, masons and plas- 
terers are busy. The Govern- 
ment says that 90 per cent of 
the damage has already been 
made good. This is a palpable 
exaggeration, but by next 
spring fresh paint and plaster, 
new bricks and mortar will 
have masked the physical scars 
of Hungary's October days 
The red stars are back, bigger 
and redder than ever 

But the psychic wounds are 
another matter. There is peace 
in Budapest today—peace and 
quiet—but it is the peace of 
a graveyard and the quiet of 
a detention ward.

No Chance to Leave. 


There are few workers in 
Hungary who do not realize 
that if they could go to the 
capitalist United States they 
would be better off, but they 
there is no chance for 
that. 

Hungary's solution, they now 
feel certain, must be worked 
out by Hungary itself. 

There is some bitterness to- 
ward the West. You can find 
Hungarians who feel that west- 
ern politicians and western 
propagan dists — particularly 
those of the United States— 
speculated cynically upon Hun- 
garian patriotism last October. 

As long as Russian divisions 
occupy the country, even. the 
most patriotic Hungarians see 
little chance of any basic 
change. The Russians conduct 
themselves with the utmost cir- 
cumspection. The Soviet divi- 
sions have all been withdrawn 
outside Budapest. 

Few Russians in Sight. 

They are much in evidence 
when you travel about the 
country, but you can walk the 
Streets of the city for a week 
without seeing a Russian sol- 
dier. Only occasionally a big 
Russian Army truck slips quiet- 
ly along the cobbled embank- 
ment of the Danube 

Indeed, it is hard to find evi- 
dence of any Russian connec- 
tions in Budapest. The big Rus- 
Sian book store that was burned 
in the uprising has not been 
reopened Few newsdealers 
handle Russian newspapers, 


tuck them out of sight below 
French or German journals. 

There is good reason for this 
circumspection, for if Hungar- 
ians are divided on other sub- 
jects, they are unanimous in 
their hatred of the Russians, It 
has burned into the national! 
consciousness, ahd it will be a 
political and emotional factor 
to be considered for genera- 
tions to come. 


Two Failures. 


Twice Hungary has revolted 
—in 1848 and 1956—and twice 
Moscow has crushed Magyar 
independence. The Hungarian 
people have long, long memo- 
ries and there is little forgive- 
ness in their nature. It is not 
for nothing that after 1848 the 
Hungarian people said: “Nem, 
nem, soha” (“No, no, never’’). 


They meant they would never 
| accept the Habsburg regime. 


They said, “Nem, nem, soha”’ 
again. when the Treaty of 
Trianon truncated their coun- 
try after World War I and left 
it poverty-stricken and econom- 
ically unviable. 

Today the Hungarians again 
say: “Nem, nem, soha.” They 
mean that October will come 
again. Not this year, but some 
year the third Hungarian revo- 
lution will be born. And when 
it comes, one thing is certain 
—the red stars will come down 
forever.

Sportcaster Tells How They Mix in His Life—Raising Funds for Youth

ERE in St. Louls some 
years ago, Branch 
Rickey had the dilem- 
ma of not erfough money for 
ball . He was unable to 
compete with the then wealthy 
Giants and Cubs, until he con- 
ceived the idea of getting 
young ball = ew as young as 
he could, keeping them and 
training them. The first great

baseball has never been the 
same. 

“What would Fred Hutchin- 
son do today if he were pre- 
sented with balliplayers 
who had been in the minor 
leagues, doing things all wrong 
for four or five years, never 
having any of their errors cor- 
rected?

Although he also spoke at 
St. Michael's and St. George's 
corporate communion and 
breakfast, and delivered a ser- 
mon at Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, his principal purpose in 
coming to St. Louis was to 
spark the drive for a youth 
counseling service at the City 
Mission. For some time, Canon 
J. Albert Dalton, who is now 
studyihg in New York, and the 
Rev. Edwin W. Taylor have 
operated a chaplaincy service 
for boys and girls who have 
gotten into trouble with the 
law. It is their dream, however, 
to provide a team—clergyman, 
psychiatrist, psychologist, soc- 
ial worker—to help youngsters 
who have not come up against 
the law but have problems, 
youngsters of every race, color, 
creed. This service, they hope, 
will get under way in 1958-59. 

As vice president of the City 
Mission Society of New York, 
at St. Barnabas House, active in 
the Youth Consultation Serv- 
ice, “Red” Barber is an in- 
formed and sympathetic advo- 
cate of such service. He and 
his pretty wife, Lylah, their

Fence in Children's Fingerprints 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


RE there fingerprints, 
A scutts and amateur art- 

work on the walls in the 
children’s room? Cover them 
up, and give a lift to the looks 
of the room at the same time. 
Find a wide striped wallpaper 
in a bold, bright color and 
make a fence of it, to go all 
the way around the room at 
the damage level. 

This is a simple do-it-your- 
self project. The short 
lengths of paper are easy 
to handle through the past- 
ing and putting up on the 
wall. The only trick is to cut 
the stripes to look like a fence, 
and that’s a matter of cutting 
each stripe to a picket point. 
The wallpaper fence will stay 
fresh for years if it is given 
a coat of wallpaper preserva- 
tive, either the wax or lacquer 
type, which makes it extra 
washable, or instead of wall- 
paper, the striping might be 
on plastic coated fabric wall 
covering.

| Fix It Yourself

oor Care. 
OUR average floor prob- 
ably gets more wear in the 
winter than in summer for 
the simple reason that people 
usually spend more time in- 
doors in winter than summer. 

Another vital piece of in- 
formation about floors is that 
certain areas of a floor get 
harder wear than others. This 
is also true of rugs and car- 
pets and is the reason that 
they will wear out in some 
spots while still looking new 
in others. 

A way to get around this is 
to rearrange your rugs and car- 
pets a couple of times each 
year so that the areas that have 
been” resting under furniture 
and other out of the way spots 
can get a little wear and the 
areas that have been taking a 
beating, like being right in 
front of a busy doorway, can 
take a rest under some furni- 
ture. 

If you have wood floors in 
your home, check the condi- 
tion of the finish on busy traf- 
fic lanes. If it looks sort of 
worn and dirty you'd better 
do something about it now be- 
fore it’s too late. It’s not nec- 


essary to refinish the entire 
floor just because certain areas 
are worn. If you wipe them 
clean with turpentine so that 
all traces of dirt and and old 
wax are out of the way it's 
quite possible to patch them. 

If the floor has been fin- 
ished with a floor seal, just 
a little more seal can be ap- 
plied. 

For shellac and varnish fin- 
ished floors, touch up Any 
scratches with a touch-up pen- 
cil of the same color as the 
floor and then apply a thin 
coat of either varnish or shel- 
lac. This patch isn’t going to 
look as handsome as a fre- 
finishing job but it will pro- 
tect the wood from serious 
damage.

from fall to spring. Barrels 
of this fruit were ordered an- 
nually. Kings and Baldwins 
were perhaps our favorites, and 
we used them indiscriminately 
for eating between meals and 
for cooking. 

For Sunday morning break- 
fast with Sausage we loved 
fried apple rings—unless the 
fruit of the morning was baked 
apples. For a luncheon des- 
sert there was always apple- 
sauce on hand. As soon as one 
batch was eaten up, another 
was prepared. The only argu- 
ment was whether it should 
be flavored with nutmeg or 
cinnamon. 

Our favorite dessert for din- 
ner was brown Betty made by 
my great-grandmother’s recipe. 
It is surprising how many dif- 
ferent types of desserts are 
given this title. Of course, 
there is only one perfect recipe 
(at least in my opinion): The 
bread must be cut in cubes 
and sauteed until crisp and 
lightly browned before you ar- 
range it in alternate layers with 
the apples. sugar and spices.
